when it ii remembered that the total 
vote of Ohio last year was orer 1,000,- 
000, apd is almost 1.000.000 this year, 
it is raidily seen that 71 is soch a small 
percentage that it can not be olear^ ex- 
pressed in flgores, or fractions, or lan- 
guage. And this is what nuutes the 
Demooratio state committee continue to 
claim the legislature, and both state 
committees to be so olosaly on guard in 
watching the counting in the close 
coonties. The official count of Dela- 
ware connty is in, but with protests 
and. notices of contest from the Demo- 
crats, and the same is true of Noble 
contaty. The official count of Wood 
connty may not be completed till Sat- 
urday, although they expect to get 
through today. 

In Wood connty the Democrats pro- 
tested against the vote of a precinct 
where the place of voting was ont«ide 
at the precinct, bat within the ward. 
H.-'d this precinct been thrown out it 
would have elected the Democratic can- 
didate for representatives by a plurality 
of 0 instead of the Republican candi- 
date by 28. The vote of the precinct 
was counted and the Democratic protest 
filed. Other technical ties are expected 
in the progr e s s of th* TOte in that 
county. 

In Noble county there was a long con- 
test over a? scratched tickets that were 
finally thrown out because they were 
not properly marked. This was a Re- 
pubuoau \os». Kvcry point is being 
contested in the olticial count cf the 
close (counties. 

Chairman Nash says the Republicans 
have a safe majority of hvi- on loiut 
ballot in the lefrislature. Hi; uiiiuits 
that the pluralities are small in suinc 
counties, but claims they are safe. He 
has no doubt of the result in any of the 
counties whicli he claims except possi- 
bly Wood county, and in the event of 
the loss of that rfpresciitative. he s;iys 
the lejrislature would still stand 7-1 Ke- 
publicans to 71 Democrats and have a 
majority of three on joint ballot for 
senator. Chairman Na.sh said the re- 
ttims from the Thirteenth district 
showed that the republicans had a plu- 
rality of 432, so that there is no lor.iarer 
any of thfi state senators in doubt, and 
the senate will stand 19 Democrats to 
17 Repablicans.

ntree Peraona Deatea to Death In Ja«k 
•ea Countjr, Wast Ttrglnia. 

Pm;i:i HsnfKii, W. Va., Nov. 5.— 
News has just reached here of one ol 
the most horrible crimes ever commit- 
ted in this part of the country, which 
was perpetrated near Ripley, Jackson 
ooan^. Tuesday evening a widow, 
her young son and her daughter were 
murdered in cold blood. At least the 
first two are dead and the daughter at 
last accounts , could not live from the 
effects of her terrible injuries. 

The perju'trator of this awful deed is 
a youn^ man who had been raised by 
the woman he murdered. The widow 
Green, the eldest victim of the murder- 
er's fury, lived on a gw)d-sized farm 
about 10 miles east of Ripley, or .Tack- 
sou 0. H. Living with her were her 
son and two daughters. The son was 
.Tames Green, being the widow's child 
by her second husband, and the daugh 
ters "^y her first husband, being sur 
named Ffost. The widow had raised 
from boyhood a young man of 19 or 20, 
named John Morgan. A short tlmo 
ago Morgan left the family and had 
gone to reside with some relatives. 

Tuesday Mm. Green sold a horse to a 
neighbor for $.56, receiving the cash in 

Sayment. That evening about dusk 
lorgan came to the Green farm. He 
had armed himself with a stout olnb, 
Young .lames Green, who i».aboi|^t 30. 
years old. was in the farm yard engaged 
in feeding the cattle. Jlorgan slipped 
up behind him and gave him a blow on 
the head that must have proved fatal 
instantly, as young dreen fell like a 
Ion and never stirred again. Morgan 
went into the house and encountered 
Mrs. (ireen and her daugbtwr, who in 
turn received- mortal Uows from Mor- 
gan s club. 

The news of the terrible crime spread 
like vvildflre and in a short time the 
hills were covered with indignant citi 
zens hunting Morgan. The |oH was 

Sue and the presumption was that he 
d taken it. robbery having been the 
motive of the triple murder. Morgan 
was soon found and dragged from his 
hiding place in the woods by the excited 
populace. Threats of lynching were 
loud and nnnieroas and the indsoner 
had to be closely goarded. An attempt 
was made to get mm to Ripley, but the 
news coming thaX a mob was mtheriqg 
to lynch Morgan, it was decided to tiike 
the prisoner to Bpenesr. plaetait Itim in 
the ootuty jaiL lha faettag •ii'i^* 
the acctued is very strong and fierce.

DRIVEN ~b UT OF T Hi~ STATE. 

A Man Strang IJp la HU Barn and Com- 
pelled to ConfM* m Crime. 

El WOOD, Ind., Nov. 6.— One week 
ago this part of the state was startled 
Uy alleged midnight assanlts on the rea- 
idence of Charles Waymire, northeast 

of the city. For four nights the house 
was bombarded with rocks and the 
doors broken open. A vigilance com- 
mittee worked night and day to capture 
the supposed amllants, bat foond no 
one. 

The affair created inttpsa feeling. 
Late Wednesday night a bsM of nrom 
inent Blwood business men Meratly vis- 
ited the Waymire home and solTM the 
mystery. Lying in wait they saw tha 
entire affair repeated as on tne nights 
previous. 

The citizens entered the house apd 
d^ptnred Waymire, wh« fought like a 
demon, but was tfverpowsred and 
dntgged to a.barn. Hs rsitnsed to ooa- 
fess, and the'use of a hay fork ^nd rope 
was brought into play. Waymire was 
strung up, and remaned snapended on- 
til out of breath. Ha was let down, but 
•till refused to explain. Goijif oii a 
second time, he motioned to oe lei 
down, and then confessed that bs baa, 
with the aflsistauce of others, caused all 
of the assaults.

Commander Moipr FIndi a Serlol 
of Affair* Id Alaska. 

Sa.n Fbascwco. Nov. 6.— The United 
States fish commifpion's steamer Alba- 
tross has arrived from Alaskan waters. 

The report of Commander Moser will 
say that the .Xlaskau salmon will di^ap 
pear if then aie not efforts made to 
propagate the fish and restock the 
waters This is recognized by tht 
packers, and some of them are now 
maintaining private hatcheries to illl 
the stream tfom whtoh ttMy draw their 
supplies 

Tne ootpaiof the Alaska packers was 
1,000,000 cases of 48 pounds each, or 
48,000,000 pounds of canned salmon. 
This year there will be a material fall 
ing off. It is onderstood that Commis- 
sioner Brice will ask congress for 
enough money to establish hatcheries, 
and thus keep alive the salmon in the 
northern waters.

New York, Nov. S.— A dispatch to 
The Herald from Havana says; The 
rebels in the field are very active. On 
Oct 80 the Spaniards sustained the 
most severe loss they have met for some 
time On the borders of Matanzas prov- 
ince General Molina was defeated by 
the issorgents under Oeneral Betan- 
court. General Molina was oa his way 
to Havana, aocompamed by half a bri- 
gade of troops, to participate in General 
Blanco's reception. At Aguacate he 
heard the rebels were encamped in the 
Purgatorio hills aad broke his march to 
attack them. The fight was a long ona 
and the Spanish loss wu tremendous. 
He was flniilly obliged to retreat. 

A report, apparently well founded, is 
current in Havana to the effect that 
Holguin has been attacked and captured 
by the insurgents under General Cebre- 
co. That it has been attacked and 7.5 
Spaniards killed is admitted, but the 
capture is dcDifd (ieneral Luque. 
with heavy reinfoicemeuts, left Havana 
yesterday for Holguin. 

In Pillar del Rio province, the rebels 
under coDimaiid of Captain Lores, at- 
tack'Ml a ■onvoy that left San Gayetauo 
and "iptured a largf supply of clothing 
and amniunitioii The town of Conso- 
laci.in di'l Sur has also bci-n raided air) 
several houses burned.

SPAIN STILL DEFIANT. 

She Will ICefiUt the Claims of the Unltad

KURAL FREE DELIVERY. 



The Experiments Made by tlie Postofflce 
Dafartnent Have Prevea Veijr 
Satiafaetery. 

f Harpers Weekly.) 

It is reported that the experiments 
which have been made by tbe Poatuffice 
Department in the free delivery for rural 
lettera have, ao far, resulted very much to 
the department's satisfaction. 

Fifty thonaand dollara waaappropriaMd 
laat winter by Congieaa for thia nae, and 
tests of the faaaibility of the plan were 
made in variona parte of tbe country. 
Early reporta which have come In, eapec- 
ially from some districts in Maine and 
Vermont, tell of the aatisfaction of the 
farmers with thenewaervice, and ot their 
willingness to i)rotit by it. It is found 
that they take many more daily news- 
papers when they can have them deliv- 
ered, and alao that the number of lettera 
carried ahowa a vigorous inoreaae. 

The rural carrier makea one trip a day 
over M diatance of between aixteen and 
twenty-four milea. He auppliea hia own 
conveyance— horse and cart or bicycle. 
It baa been found that reaponaible men 
are willing to do thia work for an annual 
stipend ranging from $\75 upwarda, tbe 
average pay being about $300. 

It ia eatlmatod that at that ratef60,000,- 
000 (about half the annual pension bill) 
would provide rural free delivery all over 
the United States. That would mean, 
among other thinga, employment of 200,- 
000 persona. 

Tbe rural carriers are allowed to take 
out their atipond by any aopplementary 
enterpriaea that do not Interfere with 
their duties, as to selling stamps or sta- 
tionery and receive and deiiver|express 
parcels or tolagrama. When farmera live 
some distance from the road their mail is 
left in boxee at convenient points by tbe 
roadalda, from which lettera a rt eoUeetad.
